No palliation can be offered 
for the outrageous and mur- 
derous assault by a Japanese 
mob on Chinese policemen in the 
International — Settlement on 
Wednesday morning. The Japan- 
lese Consu!-General’ has ‘shown 
himself fully afive to that fact.| 
He and his colleagues are, 
deed, profoundly moved by 
the occurrence and are endea- 
vouring to do all’ in their 
power to compose the situa. 
tion. The episode is tragic. 
Angered, it is recognised, 
by the’ recent assault "on 
five Japanese monks, Japanese 
Fowdies set fire to'a Chinese 
factory in Chapei—thereby 
taking the law into their own 
hands. ‘Then, in the Settlement 
itself, Chinese constables, con- 
leerned only with performing 
their duty in the face of an 
funusual “happening which, as 
far as they then knew, had no 
sort of political inspiration, 
were disgracefully set upon by 
Japanese hooligans and, even- 
tually, forced to fire in self- 
defence. The Chinese police of 
the Shanghai Municipal Couneil 
have a high place in the esteem 
of the public. During the last 
few weeks, when friction be- 
tween the two communities has 
been dangerous at times, there 
has been no suggestion that 
Chinese policemen have failed 
in the performance of their 
normal duties of preserving law 
and order without fear or 
favour. Whatever grievances 
Japanese residents may consider 
they have against Chinese 
Pagandists, they have certainly 
Jeause to recognise the admirable 
iaviour of the police. On re- 
flection the responsible members 
lof the Japanese community will 
realise this and proceed without 
delay to repair a grave and 
tragic error which has marred 
their well-deserved reputation

tively few years ago and at the 
present moment there is in this 
Jcountry about twelve leprosaria 
jaccommodating some 2,000 
sufferers, but apart ftom these 
there is a number of settlements 
in Kuangtung and Fukien where 
lepers are in receipt of a certain 
jamount of support, Some of 
these latter are given monthly 
grants by the respective pro- 
Vineial governments, but it 
generally stated in ’ the booklet 
that the Chinese Government 
has done very little indeed in 
thie matter, and, thereby, com- 
pares unfavourably with the 
governments of the Philippine 
Islands and Japan, The Japa 
lese Home Office in particular is 
reported’ to be considering 
plan to. spend Yen 37,000,000 to 
leradicate the disease within 
thirty years. At the present 
moment the caring for lepers in 
(China devolves upon the volun- 
teer shoulders of the Mission to 
Lepers. (London) “and the 
American Mission to  Lepers,

TORPEDO-BOAT SUNK 
IN YANGTZE 


Yu Chang Entirely Submerged 
near Tungehow Buoy 


Masters of all river. steamers 
have been warned by the Shang- 
hai Harbour Master's office that 
the Chinese torpedo-boat Yu! 
Chang, lies “almost, entirely, sub- 
merged in the Yangtze | River, 
‘about two cable's lengths cast of the 
‘Tungehow Buoy, above Woosung. 
‘The only indication of the wreck at 
the present time is about 15 feet of 
her masts showing above the water. 

‘The Yu Chang grounded and sank 
at this spot late on Thursday night 
in a heavy fog, a report to the Chin.

stated. The entire crew managed 
escape without even wetting thei 
fect and were picked up by the Tah 
Dah str, Ta Ching.
